
An interfaith community reli- 
gious service for President Ken- 
nedy will be held Sunday after- 
noon at in Woolsey Hall 
The service will be sponsored 
by religious and civic leaders in 
the community, along with chap- 
lains of Yale University, repres- 
entatives of the Roman Catholic 
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Church, the New Haven Rabbin- 
ate and the New Haven Council 
of Churches. 

The Yale Glee Club will pro- 
vide music and the service is 
open to the public. 

Congregations and religious 
organizations representing all de- 
nominations and faiths scheduled 
memorial services for the Presi- 
dent following his death Friday 
afternoon. 

Jewish Prayers 

A prayer for the dead, usually 
reserved to be recited on the 
death of one’s parents, was of- 
fered Friday night for President 
Kennedy by several Jewish con- 
gregations. 

Rabbi Andrew Klein of Temple 
Keser Israel said the Kaddish 
prayer was recited. 

"The prayer is usually reserved 
to be recited when one’s father 
or mother dies," he said, "but 
we consider him (President Ken- 
nedy) to have been a father of 
our country, the father of the 
land and the father of all of 
us. We will be praying for the 
country, for the world.” 

A solemn high mass will be 
celebrated in the Church of Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel in Hamden 
tonight at 7:30 in memory of 
President Kennedy. Announce- 
ment of the special mass was 
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made by the pastor, the Rev.. 
Thomas O’Connell. 

In Westbrook, a memorial serv- 
ice will be held at 11 a.m. today 
in St. Paul's Episcopal Church. 
The service will be for members 
of both St. Paul’s and All Saints’ 
Episcopal Churches in Ivoryton. 

The Knights of Columbus, Mar- 
ian Council of North Haven, will 
assemble Sunday at 7:45 a.m. 
at St. Barnabas Church to attend 
mass and offer communion for 
President Kennedy, and the de- 
ceased members of the council. 
Special prayers will be said, ac- 
cording to the Rev. John Cooney, 
chaplain. 

A breakfast is planned immedi- 
ately after mass, in the Council 
Hall on Broadway. AIL members 
of the K of C are invited to at- 
tend.
